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Netanyahu:  'Clarity  and  courage'  will  defeat  terrorism

A day  after  a riot  at  Con- 
cordia University  in  Montre- 
al forced  the  cancellation  of 
his  speech,  former  Israeli 
Prime  Minister  Benjamin 
Netanyahu  told  a sold-out 
luncheon  audience  at  an 
Ottawa  hotel  “that  the  glint 
of  hate,  that  mad  zealotry  1 
saw  in  the  eyes  of  the  rioters" 
is  the  same  glint  of  hate  he 
has  seen  in  the  eyes  of  Islam- 
ic extremists. 

Although  the  level  of  vio- 


lence wasn’t  the  same,  the 
mentality  was.  “Once 
[extremism]  begins  to  infect 
democratic  societies,  it 
spreads  and  grows.” 

Earlier  Netanyahu  told 
Prime  Minister  Jean  Chretien 
that  Canada  must  protect  its 
democracy  by  “rooting  out 
this  kind  of  zealotry  because 
its  pernicious  effects  can  go 
well  beyond  the  university.” 
Israeli  Ambassador  Haim 
Divon  described  his  anger 
and  disgust  on  witnessing  the

What  we  saw  at  Con- 
cordia, he  says,  “was  the 
naked  face  of  hatred,  the  ugly 
side  of  Arafat,  the  dictatorial 
practices."

The  craziest  thing  happened  in  Mon- 
treal today  and  I’m  still  in  shock.  Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu  was  scheduled  to 
speak  to  about  600  people  in  an  audito- 
rium at  Concordia  University  at  noon. 
Concordia  is  the  hottest  school  in  Cana- 
da right  now  in  terms  of  the  Palestinian 
presence,  activism  and  intimidation, 
When  I get  about  three  blocks  away, 
I see  the  police  have  blocked  off  all  the 
streets  around  the  area  and  there  is  a 
HUGE  Palestinian  rally  with  flags  and 
loudspeakers  and  tons  and  tons  of  hale. 
So  I’m  standing  there  feeling  totally 
alone  and  I whip  out  my  Israeli  flag  and 
put  in  on  my  back.  A bunch  of  different 
guys  come  up  to  me  to  scream  and  argue 
and  talk  about  the  occupation  and  the 


war  criminals  blah  blah  blah,  i smile, 
take  off  my  sunglasses  and  stare  at  them 
until  they  realize  they  aren’t  going  to 
engage  me  in  any  sort  of  dialogue. 

1 go  to  the  side  of  the  building  where 
they  are  letting  people  in.  Pm  standing 
in  a semi  line  to  get  in  and  the  next  thing 
we  all  see  are  hundreds  of  Palestinians 
with  kaffiyehs  on  their  heads  and  faces 
and  with  flags  and  loudspeakers  running 
toward  us.  The  police  don’t  do  a thing, 
they  just  stand  there,  outside  the  barri- 
cades with  all  their  gear  while  we  are 
pushed  and  shoved  and  hit  like  animals. 
1 started  thinking  that  1 fell  safer  walk- 
ing the  streets  of  Jerusalem  on  crev 
Shabbat.  Despite  all  their  hate  and  fists 
flying  in  the  air.  we  amazingly  remained 


calm  and  restrained  ourselves  by 
singing  at  the  lop  of  our  lungs. 

Wc  finally  gel  into  the  building-  it 
too  had  been  taken  over  by  more  Pales- 
tinian protesters.  We  go  through  metal 
detectors,  find  our  seals  and  wait.  At 
1:00  pm  they  tell  us  that  the  police  and 
Netanyahu  security  are  not  allowing 
him  to  come  because  they  don’t  feel  that 
it’s  safe  enough.  People  are  upset  and 
say  things  like  ‘They’ve  won.  where’s 
our  protection.”  The  Palestinian’s  pres- 
ence and  voice  had  changed  the  course 
of  events  pre-planned  by  us.  That’s  how 
much  of  a difference  they  make.  And  all 
we  wanted  to  do  was  listen  to  the  former 
PM  speak. 

The  riot  police  tell  us  that  they  are 
not  letting  anyone  out  of  the  building 
because  of  what  was  going  on  outside.

(Continued  trom  page  1) 
the  democratic  Western 
world  “does  not  fully  grasp 
the  implication  of  militant 
Islam."  A terror  network, 
made  up  of  six  states  and 
about  two  dozen  terror  orga- 
nizations, is  determined  to 
reverse  the  last  1,000  years 
of  history  by  destroying  the 
West.  Militant  Islam  believes 
that  the  West  is  a “satanic 
civilization  that  has  to  be 
wiped  out." 

Netanyahu  says  we  must 
have  “moral  clarity”  when 
defining  what  a terrorist  is.  A 
terrorist  is  defined  solely  by 
the  nature  of  the  act.  “If  you 
deliberately  and  systemati- 


cally kill  civilians,  you  are  a 
terrorist.”  Absolutely  noth- 
ing, he  says,  justifies  terror- 
ism. It  is  always  evil.  It  is  a 
crime  against  humanity  and 
must  be  fought. 

To  fight  terrorism  you 
need  to  have  “strategic  clari- 
ty.” The  war  on  terrorism  will 
be  won  only  when  the  terror- 
ist regimes  are  dismantled.  A 
different  kind  of  society,  one 
that  is  more  democratic,  must 
replace  them,  he  says.  If  not 
“the  culture  of  death  and 
hatred"  will  continue. 

The  most  important  thing 
in  fighting  terrorism  is  ‘^vin- 
ning,  winning,  winning." 
Every  victory  compresses  the 


other  side  and  makes  it 
impossible  for  them  to  get 
recruits.  For  victory,  you 
need  to  have  courage;  the 
courage  of  our  democratical- 
ly elected  politicians  to  “tell 
the  truth  to  their  people,  to 
use  pre-emptive  strikes  when 
necessary"  and  sometimes  go 
against  the  “prevailing  winds 
of  fashion." 

It  is  the  civic  courage  of 
our  democracies  that  will 
allow  us  to  win  the  battle 
against  terrorism.  The  PLO, 
he  says,  completely  mis- 
judged the  Israeli  people; 
“Israel  does  not  lack  the  will 
or  willingness  to  fight  back.” 

Netanyahu  is  both  pleased

The  rioters  were  breaking 
windows  and  the  police  were 
spraying  tear  gas.  So  600 
Jews  plus  some  media  sat  in 
the  auditorium  in  amazement. 
The  organizers  tried  to  speak, 
no  one  wanted  to  listen,  the 
professors  wanted  to  speak, 
and  no  one  wanted  to  listen. 
Then  a rabbi  from  a shul  on 
the  outskirts  of  Montreal  gels 
up,  stands  behind  the  podium 
and  starts  talking,  and  ail  of  a 
sudden  everyone  wanted  to 
listen.  He  talks  about  the 
respect  and  dignity  with 
which  Jews  conduct  them- 
selves, about  the  time  of 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  how 


important  it  is  for  us  to  rise 
above  this  in  a dignified  man- 
ner. All  that  was  left  to  do 
was  sing.  So  we  sang  Hatikva 
and  every  reporter  asked  for  a 
translation.  And  we  sang  Am 
Israel  Chai  and  all  the  securi- 
ty guards  were  feeling  our 
message. 

] looked  around  and  real- 
ized that  I was  stuck  in  a 
room  because  people  were 
outside  trying  to  hurt  and 
destroy  us.  And  I wondered 
how  long  it’s  going  to  be  until 
fite  world  realizes  that  anti- 
Semitism  is  not  a trend  that 
comes  in  and  out  like  fashion. 
It  is  a fact  of  each  Jew’s  life. 
And  even  the  most  unaffiliat- 


ed  secular  Jew  feels  it. 

So  after  about  an  hour  we 
were  let  out  in  groups  of  20. 
I left  holding  my  friend’s 
hand  and  watched  a thousand 
or  more  Palestinians  outside 
throwing  bottles  and  change 
at  us  as  we  came  out  of  the 
building.  And  the  police  did- 
n’t have  a problem  with  let- 
ting us  walk  right  outside 
into  their  hands.  We  stood 
there,  refusing  to  fight.  We 
look  out  our  fiags  and  just 
sang  and  danced  and  had  our 
voice  heard.  We  were  maybe 
1 00  people. 

It  was  such  a scary  day, 
but  it  was  an  amazing 
reminder  of  what  is  really 
going  on  in  the  world.  Israel 
has  no  friends  in  this  world, 
not  even  the  US  as  the  sec- 
ond it’s  not  good  for  them, 
they’ll  turn  on  us  like  every- 
one else.  The  one  and  only 
thing  we  have  is  each  other. 
It  has  never  been  more 
important  to  love  our  neigh- 
bours like  ourselves.

Orthodox  members 
at  Beth  Shalom 
create  ODOM

Following  the  recent  vote 
at  Beth  Shalom  Congrega- 
tion to  examine  the  possibili- 
ty of  moving  towards  mixed 
seating  in  the  main  sanctu- 
ary, a group  of  Beth  Shalom 
members  who  wish  to  con- 
tinue modern  orthodox  ser- 
vices have  created  a new 
entity  tentatively  called 
ODOM  (Ottawa’s  Down- 
town Orthodox  Minyan). 

“Our  intention  is  to  create 
a heimishe  and  participatory 
modem  orthodox  congrega- 
tion in  downtown  Ottawa,” 
says  Shulamit  Day-Savage, 
one  of  the  organizers.  “When 
our  family  moved  here  from 
Windsor,  we  were  attracted 
by  the  possibilities  that  Beth 
Shalom  offered.  We’ve  made 
a lot  of  friends  and  we  want 
to  continue  to  attend  ortho- 
dox services  downtown.” 

As  part  of  the  develop- 
ment of  ODOM,  there  have 
been  continuing  negotiations 
with  the  executive  of  Beth 
Shalom  to  iron  out  halachic, 
legal,  and  administrative 
issues.  Organizers  Joan 
Bercovitch  and  Chuck 
Rotenberg  have  been  assem- 
bling various  halachic  and 
legal  opinions,  and  a new 
constitution  has  already  been 
drafted.  ODOM  has  also 
submitted  an  application  for 


recognition  by  the  Orthodox 
Union  (OU). 

ODOM  plans  to  hold  reg- 
ular services  in  the  chapel  at 
151  Chapel  Street  once  the 
main  congregation  at  Beth 
Shalom  assumes  its  new  ori- 
entation. “Our  plan  is  to  get 
people  to  lead  services,  read 
Torah,  give  the  d’var  Torah, 
as  well  as  to  help  with  kid- 
dushes,  children’s  services, 
and  learning  and  social  activ- 
ities,” says  Michael  Day-Sav- 
age. “We  are  planning  a 
series  of  four  Learners’  Shab- 
bat  services,  starting  in 
November,  so  people  can 
develop  the  necessary  knowl- 
edge and  skills.  Personally, 
I'm  nervous  but  excited  about 
reading  Torah  - the  first  time 
since  my  Bar  Mitzvah." 

Long-time  Beth  Shalom 
member  and  former  Gilbert 
Greenberg  Award  winner 
Thelma  Steinman  says,  “the 
people  creating  ODOM  are 
true  pioneers.  1 think  the  con- 
cept is  great.” 

ODOM  has  already  devel- 
oped a newsletter  and 
Howard  Krakower  is  con- 
structing a website 
www.odom.ca.

Teleconferencing  to  be  used 
to  reach  shut-in  seniors

If  Roslyn  Woliock,  new 
coordinator  of  Senior  Volun- 
teer Services  at  Jewish  Fami- 
ly Services  (JFS),  has  her 
way,  eveiy  frail  or  isolated 
Jewish  senior  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  become  part 
of  the  community.  And 
thanks  to  a grant  from  the 
Trillium  Foundation,  Wol- 
lock’s  wish  may  come  true. 

The  program  From 
Strength  to  Strength,  Seniors 
Helping  Seniors  is  designed 
to  provide  specialized  sup- 
port and  training  opportuni- 
ties for  senior  volunteers 
who  deliver  services  to  other 
seniors  and  help  the  JFS 
identify  seniors  in  need. 

There  is,  says  Woliock  “a 
lot  of  work  to  do.”  Current 
statistics  show  that  14.2  per 
cent  of  the  Jewish  population 
of  Ottawa  is  65  years  of  age 
and  over,  compared  to 
seniors  making  up  only  nine 
per  cent  of  the  general 
Ottawa  population.  Fortu- 
nately. Woliock  will  be  able 


to  call  on  the  expertise  of  1 6- 
year  JFS  veteran  Beverly 
Grostem,  coordinator  of  Vol- 
unteer Services. 

“Beverly’s  experience  in 
recruiting  and  matching  vol- 
unteers will  be  immeasurable 
as  we  go  forward  with  the 
project.  She  too  feels  that  the 
grant  is  a real  opportunity  for 
well  seniors  to  become 
involved  in  helping  break  the 
isolation  of  the  marginalized 
elderly  by  becoming  well- 
trained  caring  and  supportive 
volunteers,”  she  says. 

“The  beauty  of  the  project 
is  that  not  only  will  it  be 
helping  those  in  need,  but  it 
will  offer  the  senior  volun^ 
teers  the  benefits  of  knowing 
that  they  are  making  a differ- 
ence in  their  community.” 

An  important  component 
of  the  program  is  volunteer 
education.  Topics,  such  as 
developing  effective  tech- 
niques of  communicating 
with  dementia/Alzheimer 
patients,  psychological  and 
social  aspects  of  aging,  and 


the  life  cycle,  will  be  taught 
by  professionals  in  the  fields 
of  aging.  Valuable  instruction 
from  the  well-respected 
National  Institute  of  Jewish 
Hospice  will  be  utilized  dur- 
ing ongoing  education  ses- 
sions. 

JFS  currently  offers  a 
number  of  volunteer-run  pro- 
grams geared  to  Jewish 
seniors.  They  include  kosher 
meals  on  wheels,  friendly 
home  visits,  daily  assurance 
telephone  calls,  transporta- 
tion, a kosher  food  bank  and 
visiting  seniors  at  long-term 
care  facilities  throughout  the 
Ottawa  area. 

From  Strength  to 
Strength,  Seniors  Helping 
Seniors  is  hoping  to  recruit 
45  new  volunteers  during  the 
first  year  of  the  project. 

A number  of  those  new 
volunteers  will  be  involved 
in  a novel  approach  to  con- 
necting seniors  who  are 
alone.  They  will  be  facilita- 
tors for  small  groups  of 
seniors,  who  will  teleconfer- 
ence each  week  for  one  half 
hour.  Topics  of  discussion 
will  revolve  around  current 


events  or  issues  of  interest  to 
(he  participants.  Other  volun- 
teers will  be  recruited  to  help 
organize  and  celebrate  Jew- 
ish holidays  and  special 
occasions  in  hospitals  and 
chronic  care  facilities.  “For 
those  who  are  unable  to  get 
out ...  we  will  deliver  ‘ruach’ 
to  them.”  Woliock  promises. 

Like  all  social  service 
agencies,  JFS  is  short  on 
resources.  Iris  Beer,  coordi- 
nator of  Senior  Services, 
emphatically  states,  “Volun- 
teers are  the  back  bone  of  our 


agency.  They  are  our  front 
line  eyes  and  ears  who  alert 
us  to  problems  ...  so  as  social 
workers  we  can.  when  neces- 
sary, intervene  and  help  our 
clients.” 

Teleshalom,  the  volun- 
teer-run daily  assurance 
phone  call  to  seniors,  is  a 
perfect  example  of  how  the 
new  program  will  work.  Our 
Teleshalom  volunteers  “daily 
alert  us  to  what  is  gong  on,” 
says  Beer. 

“There  is  nothing  sad- 
der,” Roslyn  Woliock 


believes,  “than  seeing  peo- 
ple sitting  alone  in  their 
declining  years,”  For  her.  the 
project  will  be  a success 
“when  we  have  enough 
active  volunteer  seniors  pro- 
viding help  for  our  frail  and 
isolated  elderly.”

Can  cows  and  sheep  help 
to  prevent  forest  fires? 

You  bet  they  canl  says  JNF 

A hot  day  in  August.  At  the  edge 
of  Maccabim,  one  of  the  richest 
Israeli  towns,  a herd  of  cows  is 
chomping  on  weeds.  The  cows, 
standing  in  the  shadow  of  a row  of 
expensive  houses,  add  a pastoral 
touch  to  this  garden  suburb  near 
Ben-Gurion  Airport. 

However,  these  animals  don’t  belong  to  a local 
farmer,  but  to  a Bedouin  working  for  KKL-JNF.  the 
country’s  planter  of  trees,  creator  of  forests;  the  folks 
who  make  the  desert  bloom. 

Interestingly,  this  bucolic  scene  isn't  about  plant- 
ing. Rather,  it  is  about  preventing  brush  fires  that 
could  threaten  those  $500,000  homes.  It  is  summer 
and  the  fire  season  is  upon  Israel,  and  Maccabim  is 
not  only  surrounded  by  forests  but  also  lies  just  with- 
in the  Green  Line,  where  Palestinians  have  been 
using  arson  as  a tool  in  the  hostilities. 

Combating  them  are  JNF  forest  rangers,  aided  by 
firefighters  and,  when  necessary,  soldiers.  "It’s 
extremely  hard  to  find  arsonists,  just  like  it’s  hard  to 
close  off  the  Green  Line  to  terrorists,”  says  Gilad 
Mastai,  chief  ranger.  “The  forests  here  are  on  the 
front  lines.”  Numbered  among  those  forests  is  Ben 
Shemen.  the  country’s  biggest  after  Yatir  Forest, 
which  is  located  northeast  of  Beersheba.  Mastai  says 
the  vast  majority  of  deliberate  fires  are  started  by 
Arabs  with  political  motives. 

On  this  day,  hours  before  two  teenage  suicide 
bombers  will  kill  three  people  near  Tel  Aviv’s  Central 
Bus  Station,  man,  machine  and  beast  are  at  work  to 
foil  arsonists  and  other  firebugs.  It’s  hamsin  weather: 
dry,  35  degree  heat,  accompanied  by  desert  winds. 
Two  firefighting  plane.s  are  on  call  at  Ben-Gurion 
Airport.  JNF  crews  are  trimming  the  branches  of 
pines,  cypresses  and  pistachio  trees  to  keep  potential 
flames  from  climbing  up  the  trunks  to  the  branches, 
from  where  they  could  leap  quickly  from  treetop  to 
treetop.  They  are  also  thinning  out  the  forest,  cutting 
down  trees  where  they  are  too  dense. 

Meanwhile,  in  Ben-Shemen,  a Bedouin  is  running 
a herd  of  about  300  JNF  sheep.  The  weeds  here  used 
to  be  waist-high,  but  the  sheep  have  disposed  of  them 
nicely.  “The  whole  area  is  dean  now  and  it’s  the  most 
natural  way  in  the  world  to  do  it,”  says  Eli  Chen, 
deputy  ranger  for  the  region.  The  bedouin  man  herd- 
ing the  sheep  lives  at  the  top  of  a hill  in  the  5.500  acre 
forest.  Other  black-clad  bedouin  are  cleaning  brush 
with  a tractor. 

Arson  cases  account  for  one  third  of  the  forest 
fires.  ’Political’  arsonists  cause  the  most  with  negli- 
gent hikers  ranking  a close  second.  Army  units,  scan- 
dalously, cause  10  per  cent  of  forest  fires,  sometimes 
because  they  neglect  to  put  out  the  fires  caused  by 
their  shooting  exercises,  sometimes  because  soldiers 
carelessly  toss  burning  cigarettes  into  the  fields.  JNF 
cows  and  sheep  are  ever  at  the  ready  to  keep  those 
fires  at  bay.

Onlen  of  Canatfa  recipient  writes  book

The  lives  of  all  Canadian 
women  have  been  influenced 
by  Freda  Paltiel,  Canada's 
first  coordinator.  Status  of 
Women.  Her  life  and  accom- 
plishments could  fill  a book 
and.  indeed,  two  biographies 
have  already  been  written 
about  this  remarkable 
woman.  Now  she,  in  turn, 
has  written  a book  about  a 
group  of  women  she  admires. 

To  some  who  are  familiar 
with  Paltiel’s  career  and  pre- 
vious publications,  the  sub- 
ject of  her  new  book  may 
come  as  a bit  of  a surprise. 
Having  written  extensively 
for  academic  journals  and 
government  reports  on  vari- 
ous health  and  social  policy 
issues,  Paltiel  chose  to  write 
her  first  “uninvited"  book 
about  the  wives  of  Israeli 
ambassadors  to  Canada. 

Upon  reflection,  however, 
the  choice  makes  perfect 
sense.  Paltiel’s  lengthy  and 
illustrious  career  included  a 
personal  stint  as  an  "accom- 
panying spouse,"  which  did 
not  hinder  her  own  produc- 
tivity or  professional  contri- 
butions. Much  of  her  work 
has  involved  improving  the 
health  and  social  conditions 
of  women  around  the  world. 
Her  new  book,  entitled  Hand 
in  Hand:  A Tribute  to  Israeli 
Standard  Bearers  ties  togeth- 
er the  various  elements  of 
Palliel’s  life  and  work  in  a 
fascinating  study  of  1 5 wives 
of  Israeli  diplomats. 

Paltiel’s  term  as  a member 
of  the  United  Nations  Com- 
mission on  the  Status  of 
Women  convinced  her  that 
the  women  who  accompa- 
nied their  spouses  should  be 
recognized  in  their  own  right, 
a feeling  that  in  some  way 
led  her  to  begin  her  research 
for  this  book.  Written  over  a 
period  of  five  years,  during 
which  time  Paltiel  has  spent 
nearly  half  of  each  year  in 
Jerusalem  as  a visiting  lec-

turer  at  the  Hadassah- 
Hebrew  University  School  of 
Public  Health,  the  book  tells 
the  stories  of  the  remarkable 
spouses  who  acted  as  unoffi- 
cial diplomats  for  Israel! 

All  of  this  has  been  done 
since  Paltiel’s  “retirement." 
In  1993,  days  before  her 
70th  birthday,  Paltiel  retired 
from  her  position  as  senior 
advisor.  Status  of  Women  in 
Health  & Welfare  Canada. 
The  same  year,  she  was 
named  to  the  Order  of 
Canada. 

For  nearly  four  decades 
Paltiel,  a native  of  Montreal, 
has  been  "based”  in  Ottawa. 
Having  previously  pioneered 
the  field  of  medical  social 


work  at  Hadassah  Hospital 
while  her  late  husband, 
Khayyam,  completed  his 
doctorate  at  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity in  Jerusalem,  she 
accompanied  him  to  Ottawa 
where  he  accepted  a position 
as  a professor  of  political  sci- 
ence at  Carleton  University. 
In  addition  to  raising  four 
children,  Paltiel  proceeded  to 
make  her  mark  on  Canadian 
society. 

"I  was  Canada’s  first  Co- 
ordinator for  the  Status  of 
Women,  guiding  cabinet  in 
the  implementation  of  the 
report  and  recommendations 
of  the  Status  of  Women.’’  she 
said.  “Canada  has  been  a 
leader  in  working  toward  jus- 
tice and  equality  for  women, 
but  we  cannot  take  anything 
for  granted." 

Paltiel  considers  herself 


very  “lucky”  to  have  been 
able  to  contribute  to  the 
improvement  of  society.  "My 
field  has  been  health  and 
social  policy  and  that 
brought  me  into  the  realm  of 
matters  that  are  important  to 
everybody.” 

Friends  and  colleagues 
consider  themselves,  in  turn, 
lucky  to  know  Paltiel.  Alti 
Rodal,  whose  friendship  with 
Paltiel  spans  35  years,  says 
of  her.  “she  is  a person  of 
natural  elegance,  depth,  a 
powerful  intellect  but  also 
fun-loving. ..a  person  who. 
despite  obstacles,  lives  life  as 
fully  as  she  can  with  passion 
and  elegance  and  gratitude.  ”

Recently  our  community  had  the  privilege  of  hosting 
four  Israelis  who  are  modem  day  Jewish  heroes.  Those 
who  had  the  chance  to  meet  with  them  were  touched  by 
the  incredible  efforts  they  have  made  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve Israel  and  the  Jewish  community  world  wide 
While  it  makes  me  proud  to  be  among  fellow  Jews 
whose  courage  and  vision  is  exemplary,  it  also  makes 
me  wonder  if  we  are  doing  enough  in  the  struggle  to 
remain  Jewish. 

At  the  top  donor  appreciation  evening  on  September 
17th,  the  keynote  speaker  was  Major  General  Evry 
Sukenik,  who  was  bom  in  Tel-Aviv  and  joined  the 
Israeli  Defense  Forces  in  1967.  He  has  had  a distin- 
guished career  in  the  IDF  and  was  awarded  the  Medal  of 
Bravery  for  risking  his  life  in  the  line  of  duty.  In  2001, 
he  assumed  his  duties  as  Defense  and  Armed  Forces 
Attache  at  the  Embassy  of  Israel  in  Washington  D.C., 
where  he  is  responsible  for  relations  between  the  IDF 
and  the  Pentagon,  Israel’s  most  important  strategic  part- 
ner. 

As  Jews,  we  look  with  respect  and  admiration  at  the 
Israel  Defense  Forces  and  all  that  they  have  accom- 
plished in  the  face  of  great  adversity.  And  while  no 
doubt,  its  great  success  is  a result  of  the  bravery  of  all 


When  I go  to  the  supermarket.  1 worry  about  the  items  I 
may  have  left  off  my  shopping  list. 

When  Elaine  Beychok  goes  to  the  supermarket,  she  and 
her  husband  David  worry  about  who  is  going  to  wear  the  ' 
family’s  one  bulletproof  vest. 

The  Beychoks  live  in  Efrat,  a community  twelve  minutes, 
by  car,  from  Jerusalem.  They  recently  returned  to  Israel  after 
spending  a quiet  summer  In  Ottawa,  where  David  worked  on 
a project  for  his  company.  Over  the  summer,  the  Beychoks 
enjoyed  many  fun-filled  days  at  the  SJCC,  together  with  the 
youngest  of  their  five  children. 

Things  will  change  now  that  they're  back  home.  Palestin- 
ian snipers  regularly  shoot  at  cars  travelling  along  the  road 
connecting  Efrat  to  Jerusalem,  and  that  makes  it  really  diffi- 
cult for  the  Beychoks  to  lead  normal  lives.  Consider  what 
happened  one  unforgettable  morning.  David  had  dropped 
one  of  their  daughters  off  at  school,  before  setting  out  for  his 
Jerusalem  office.  Elaine’s  mother,  who  had  an  appointment 
at  her  favourite  Jerusalem  hairdressing  salon,  was  in  his  car. 

Just  before  8 am,  Elaine  heard  ambulance  sirens,  and 
flipped  on  the  radio.  Another  terrorist  attack  had  occurred, 
on  the  very  road  her  husband  and  mother  were  travelling. 

She  tried,  unsuccessfully,  to  call  David  on  his  cell  phone. 
Growing  increasingly  frantic,  she  phoned  a friend  who 
serves  on  the  local  SWAT  team,  a group  of  citizens  who  set 
out,  armed,  in  times  of  trouble  to  protect  their  community. 

He  tried  David  on  a special  walkie-talkie  the  SWAT  team 
uses.  David  answered,  confirming  that  he  and  Elaine’s  moth- 
er were  both  OK.  He  was  already  in  his  parking  garage, 
where  there  was  no  cell  phone  service.  The  bad  news  was

Israelis  who  serve,  it  is  the  military  leadership  in  Israel 
that  has  ensured  that  Israel  has  never  lost  a war.  Those 
who  rise  up  to  lead  this  great  army  are  individuals  of 
exceptional  talent,  ability  and  bravery. 

The  day  after  the  top  donor  diner,  our  community 
welcomed  Micah  Feidmann.  Since  1982  Micah  Feld- 
mann  has  devoted  his  life  to  bringing  Ethiopian  Jews  to 
Israel  and  helping  them  to  become  part  of  Israeli  society. 
He  was  one  of  the  chief  architects  of  'Operation 
Solomon’  that  succeeded  in  bringing  out  of  besieged 
Addis  Ababa  in  one  weekend  14,310  Ethiopian  Jews. 

Micha  speaks  Amharic  fluently  and  knows  virtually 
every  Ethiopian  family  in  Israel.  He  is  affectionately 
known  as  Abba  Micha  to  the  Ethiopian  Jewish  commu- 
nity. Today,  he  devotes  his  time  as  a volunteer  for 
SELAH  Crisis  Management  Centre,  an  organization  that 
UJA  Ottawa  provided  direct  support  to  last  year.  He  is 
committed  to  ensuring  that  the  Ethiopian  Jews  do  not 
become  an  underclass  in  Israeli  society. 

Micah  was  joined  by  Tamar  Tashomeh  and  her 
daughter  Zena.  They  are  Ethiopian  Jews  who  made  the 
arduous  journey  in  1983  from  Ethiopia  to  Sudan  where 
they  waited  for  over  a year  for  a plane  to  bring  them  to 
Israel.  Along  the  way,  they  lost  much  of  their  family. 
However,  they  persevered  and  made  a life  for  them- 
selves in  Israel. 

On  September  20,  2000,  Tamar’s  nephew  Yossi,  who 
she  had  raised  as  a son,  was  shot  and  killed  - making 
him  the  first  casualty  of  the  intifada.  He  was  serving  in  a 
joint  Israeli/Palestinian  border  patrol  unit  and  was  mur- 
dered by  one  of  his  fellow  Palestinian  police  officers. 


Tamar  has  carried  on  since  the  tragedy  and  managed  to 
bring  her  family  through  this  horrible  tragedy  with  assis- 
tance from  SELAH. 

Zena  is  deeply  hurt  by  the  loss  of  her  cousin.  Rather 
than  becoming  discouraged  and  resentful,  she  has  cho- 
sen to  pursue  a career  in  the  same  border  patrol  unit  in 
which  her  brother  served.  She,  like  many  Ethiopian 
Jews,  is  a gentle,  kind  and  soft  spoken  individual.  But  as 
one  listens  to  her  speak,  one  is  struck  that  she  is  an 
incredibly  courageous  Jew  who  has  committed  her  life 
to  keeping  Israel  safe. 

All  three  heroes  of  Israeli  life  came  to  Ottawa  to 
thank  us  for  what  we  do  to  support  Israel  through  our 
donations  to  United  Jewish  Appeal.  But  surely,  it  is  we 
who  have  the  easier  job  of  writing  a cheque.  The  people 
who  put  their  lives  on  the  line  daily,  either  by  serving  in 
the  IDF  or  just  by  living  in  a city  in  Israel  that  may  be 
the  next  site  of  a terrorist  attack,  deserve  our  thanks. 
After  all,  they  are  the  ones  who  keep  the  flame  of  our 
Jewish  spirit  burning  bright. 

Israel  is  still  at  risk  today.  Last  year,  we  showed  our 
community’s  heart  and  commitment  through  the  Israel 
emergency  relief  campaign  and  the  annual  UJA  cam- 
paign. We  demonstrated  that  we  can  assist  in  supporting 
the  growing  Jewish  needs  in  Ottawa  and  extend  a help- 
ing hand  to  our  fellow  Jews  in  Israel. 

Please  help  us  this  year  by  making  an  increased  dona- 
tion to  UJA  Ottawa  to  support  local  causes  and  an  extra 
commitment  to  support  emergency  relief  in  Israel.  We 
are  one  Jewish  family  in  the  world  and  at  this  time  we 
need  to  come  together.

that  a woman  had  been  killed;  five  minutes  after  David’s  car 
had  passed  by.  She  was  their  neighbour,  a mother  of  five 
who  had  been  travelling  to  her  job  as  a dental  hygienist  in 
Jerusalem. 

Elaine  now  worries  a lot  more  about  her  husband’s  daily 
trip  to  work,  and  thinks  twice,  or  even  three  limes,  before 
doing  her  grocery  shopping  outside  Efrat.  Her  mother  goes 
to  the  hairdresser  a lot  less  frequently. 

Families,  says  the  Los  Angeles  native,  are  now  forced  to 
make  choices  they  would  rather  not  have  to  make.  Consider 
the  bulletproof  vest  we  spoke  about  earlier.  When  they  travel 
together  to  Jerusalem,  Elaine  and  David  often  decide  that 
neither  one  will  put  it  on.  That  avoids  making  what  would 
obviously  be  a tough  decision.  Some  of  their  friends  have 
bought  bulletproof  cars,  though  they  are  expensive  and 
beyond  the  Beychok’s  budget. 

Ordinary  people  in  Efrat  and  other  cities  need  regular 
contact  with  Jews  outside  of  Israel,  and  constant  reassurance 
that  we  care  about  them,  says  Beychok.  It  wasn’t  until  she 
got  to  Ottawa,  she  remarks,  that  she  realized  how  much  peo- 
ple here  know  and  care  about  their  situation. 

It's  also  important  for  us  to  appreciate  that  life  in  Israel 
goes  on.  Like  many  of  their  neighbours,  David  still  works  in 
Jerusalem.  Their  17-year-old  son  Shlomo  still  drives  to  his 
lifeguard  course,  except  when  there  is  a terrorist  alert,  and 
l4-year-old  Avishai  still  goes  out  with  his  friends.  She  and 
David  continue  to  attend  simehas,  but  they  often  go  in  bul- 
letproof buses  their  hosts  rent  to  ensure  that  their  guests 
arrive  and  leave  safely. 

“Life  has  to  continue,’’  says  Beychok. 

The  SJCC  and  the  Vaad’s  Political  Action  Committee  are 
currently  investigating  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a twin- 
ning program  with  Efrat.  It  would  allow  ordinary  people  in 
both  places  to  connect  on  a regular  basis.  It  could  also  result 
in  prominent  people  with  ties  to  Efrat,  like  Rabbi  Shlomo 
Riskin  and  Natan  Scharansky.  visiting  Ottawa. 

Such  a program  would  also  allow  Efrat  to  draw  on  our 


expertise,  and  help  them  lobby  for  some  of  the  things  we 
have  here.  As  one  example,  a facility  modeled  on  the  SJCC 
would  be  a welcome  addition  to  Efrat,  says  Beychok, 
because  it  would  provide  families  with  a safe  place  to  gather 
and  socialize. 

“I  feel  uncomfortable  about  being  a spokesperson  for 
Efrat,”  Elaine  Beychok  told  me,  “because  there  are  others 
who  can  do  it  a lot  better.’’ 

I’m  not  so  sure.  Beychok  puts  forward  a powerful  case 
for  setting  up  a program  that  could  go  a long  way  in  bring- 
ing Jews  in  Ottawa  and  Efrat  together,  in  a very  direct  and 
very  personal  way.  It  could  also  help  dispel  some  of  the 
myths  about  Israel  that  the  so-called  “experts,”  including 
those  who  seem  to  appear  on  the  CBC  and  CNN,  have 
worked  so  hard  to  create. 
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It  happens  every  year.  You’re  at  home,  the  phone  rings 
and  it's  your  friendly  volunteer  UJA  canvasser  asking  you 
once  again  for  help  in  supporting  the  many  Jewish  agen- 
cies in  our  community  and  Israel.  The  canvasser  will  in  all 
likelihood  explain  that  this  year,  along  with  your  regular 
donation,  UJA  is  asking  you  to  donate  to  a special  fund  to 
help  the  underprivileged  and  victims  of  terror  in  Israel. 

Most  of  us  are  aware  of  the  high  unemployment  and 
the  strain  on  social  agencies  as  Israel  diverts  more  and 
more  funds  to  help  fight  the  terrorist  attacks  on  its  citi- 
zens. And  we  are  aware  of  the  many  problems  facing  our 
fellow  Jews  and  institutions  in  our  own  community.  So  we 
give  what  we  can  and  get  on  with  our  lives. 

OK.  So  now  you  are  thinking,  "Here  we  go.  Now  he  is 
going  to  give  us  the  big  spiel  about  how  we  should  give 
even  more  money  to  the  UJA.  Like  1 never  heard  this 
before.” 

Wrong.  I will  leave  the  donation  business  to  you  and 
and  the  very  capable  UJA  fundraisers. 

Instead,  1 want  to  talk  about  how  I get  to  see  and  some- 
times even  interview  people  w'ho  have  been  helped  by 
people  just  like  you  - the  ones  who  answer  the  phone  and 
say  yes  to  that  friendly  UJA  canvasser. 

Case  in  point.  Recently,  1 listened  in  awe  as  Tamar 
Tashomeh  told  the  story  of  how  she,  her  husband,  their 
four  children  and  nephew  faced  terrible  dangers  as  they 
walked  hundreds  of  kilometres  at  night,  hiding  during  the 
day,  as  they  made  there  way  from  Ethiopia  to  the  Sudan. 
The  goal  was  to  fulfil  the  dream  and  return  to  Zion  - 
Yerushalayim.  They  would  live  in  a squalid  Sudan  refugee 
camp  for  a year  before  the  Jewish  agency  and  Israel 
would  be  allowed  to  bring  them  home  to  Eretz  Israel  dur- 
ing Operation  Moses. 

It  would  be  nice  to  report  that  life  got  much  better  for 
Tamar  and  her  family  when  they  reached  Israel  and  that 
your  UJA  donation  which  helps  to  fund  the  Jewish

Rabbis  spend  a lot  of  time  in  hospitals.  Members  of  our 
congregation  become  ill  and  we  receive  calls  from  hospital 
chaplaincy  departments,  asking  us  to  come  and  see  some- 
one from  out  of  town  or  someone  without  a synagogue 
affiliation.  This  is  an  important  mitzvah  and  it  does  have  an 
impact  upon  the  patient  and  his  or  her  family.  But  it  is  not 
just  for  rabbis. 

Remember  the  exhibition  of  the  artefacts  of  the  Czech 
Jewish  community  that  was  presented  in  Montreal  several 
years  ago?  In  the  portraits  of  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Chevra  Kadisha  we  saw  laymen  visiting  the  ill,  not  just  the 
rabbis.  We  even  saw  the  flag  of  the  Bikur  Holim  Society,  a 
sure  sign  that  this  very  important  and  relevant  mitzvah  was 
the  focus  of  lay  people  in  the  community. 

There  is  Jewish  law  (halacha)  on  the  subject,  with  some 
very  practical  and  sensible  rules  about  how  to  visit  and  how 
to  ask  questions  and  how  to  respond  to  what  the  ill  person 
might  say.  That  is  how  important  it  has  been  historically  and

Agency  made  it  all  possible. 

Well,  things  were  better  at  first.  Her  nephew  Yossi, 
whom  she  raised  as  her  son  after  promising  her  (oo-ill-to- 
travel  sister  in  Ethiopia  that  she  would  take  him  and  look 
after  him  in  Israel,  seemed  to  adapt  well  to  his  new  coun- 
try. He  was  successful  in  school  and  joined  the  JDF  as  a 
paratrooper. 

By  all  indications,  Yossi  was  the  type  of  individual  who 
could  have  had  a successful  career  in  almost  anything  he 
pursued.  His  aunt  insisted  that  he  go  back  to  school  to 
study  law  after  finishing  his  army  duty.  He  refused. 
Instead,  he  insisted  on  serving  his  country  and  joined  the 
Border  Police,  rising  to  the  rank  of  superintendent.  On  the 
day  of  erev  Rosh  Hashanah,  after  speaking  to  his  aunt  and 
his  cousin  Zeena,  he  departed  on  a joint  Israeli  Palestinian 
police  patrol.  His  Palestinian  counterpart  shouted  "Allahu 
akbar”  (God  is  great)  and  fired  a full  clip  of  his  automatic 
rifle  into  Yossi's  jeep.  Yossi  died  a few  hours  later  in  a 
hospital. 

One  cannot  help  but  admire  the  bravery  of  Tamar  and 
Zeena  who.  for  only  the  second  time  in  their  lives,  got  on 
an  airplane  travelled  to  a strange  country  and  went 
through  the  terrible  anguish  of  sharing  their  story.  After 
describing  her  sorrow,  admiration  and  love  for  Yossi, 
Zeena  proudly  announced  that  she  too  was  going  to  serve 
her  country  and  had  just  joined  the  Border  Police. 

SELAH,  one  of  the  agencies  which  our  community 
supports  in  Israel,  has  been  helping  Tamar  and  her  family. 
SELAH,  a social  agency  which  helps  new  immigrants  in 
Israel  who  have  been  affected  by  tragedy,  assisted  in 
Shiva  preparations  and  stayed  with  the  family  during  the 
mourning  period.  It  also  worked  with  the  Jewish  Agency 
to  help  relocate  Tamar  so  she  could  be  closer  to  her 
remaining  family. 

Also  recently,  1 listened  as  a social  worker  from  Jewish 
Family  Services  (JFS)  excitedly  explained  that  she  was 
going  to  be  able  to  help  more  people  because  of  a new 
program  which  has  well,  active  seniors  helping  other 
seniors  who  are  frail  and  isolated.  In  part,  your  UJA  dona- 
tion helps  fund  this  project.

Visiting  the  sick  is 

still  is.  The  first  documented  case  of  Bikur  Holim  is  in  the 
Torah  when  the  Almighty  visited  Abraham  after  his  circum- 
cision, as  taught  by  Rashi.  Certainly  in  Rashi's  day.  about 
800  years  ago.  visiting  the  sick  was  an  active  concern. 

For  many  years  I have  watched  the  process  become  a 
responsibility  of  the  clergy  of  the  Jewish  community  and 
the  lay  visitors  from  congregations  and  organizations  have 
become  fewer  and  fewer.  Our  neighbours  from  the  Christ- 
ian and  Muslim  communities,  however,  have  organized 
themselves  into  groups,  who  do  visit  regularly.  The  visitors 
I see  are  dedicated.  They  have  a responsibility  and  they 
take  it  seriously.  They  are  not  chaplains,  but  report  to  the 
chaplaincy  services  regularly,  especially  if  they  find  a situa- 
tion or  a problem,  they  know  that  they  cannot  deal  with. 
They  have  taken  hospital  training  programs  so  that  they 
will  feel  more  comfortable  when  faced  with  some  difficult 
issues.  They  learn  to  listen  and  to  maintain  confidentiality 
and  to  bring  an  added  dimension  of  caring  to  a difficult 
time. 

Over  the  years  rabbis  have  received  notes  thanking  them 
for  visiting  and  easing  the  spiritual  burden  of  people  in  a 
time  of  pain  or  crisis.  The  hospital  is  a place  where  so 
much  that  is  good  and  blessed  takes  place  and  very  often 
Bikur  Ho/iin  is  part  of  that  process. 

Over  the  past  few  years  a few  members  of  our  commu- 


leave  the  building  after  the  cancellation  of  Benjamin 
Netanyahu’s  speech.  I also  know  that  thanks  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  our  community  in  supporting  UJA.  the  Canadi- 
an Jewish  Congress  advocates  on  Jewish  issues  that  affect 
us.  such  as  anti-Semitism,  and  a Jewish  Students  Associa- 
tion on  both  university  campuses  helps  our  students  dur- 
ing these  turbulent  times. 

Last  summer.  I interviewed  and  then  watched  as  three 
women  with  disabilities  joyfully  fulfilled  their  life-time 
dream  of  having  a Bat  Mitzvah.  And  it  was  thanks  to 
Tamir,  with  support  from  UJA,  that  made  this  all  possible. 

So  what  does  all  this  mean?  This  year,  instead  of 
quickly  writing  your  cheque  or  making  your  pledge  to 
UJA  and  getting  on  with  life,  take  a moment  and  think  of 
the  many  people  in  our  community.  Israel  and  worldwide 
who  need  our  help  and  how  your  response  is  making  life 
better  for  them.  Phone  the  UJA  and  learn  more  about 
where  your  money  is  going. 

Ask  yourself  this:  what  can  1 do  to  help?  I don’t  neces- 
sarily mean  financially.  Perhaps  it  could  be  volunteering 
with  one  of  the  UJA-supported  agencies  or  simply  talking 
to  your  friends  and  neighbours  about  the  work  the  UJA 
and  its  agencies  do  to  help  the  less  fortunate. 

And  then,  hopefully,  getting  on  with  life  will  include 
the  UJA.

nity  have  done  some  in-depth  training  in  clinical  pastoral 
education  as  pastoral  workers.  They  are  challenged  by  the 
process  and  grow  in  their  understanding  of  themselves  and 
those  who  they  try  to  help.  Our  local  hospitals,  in  coopera- 
tion with  St.  Paul  University,  have  brought  this  demanding 
training  to  Ottawa. 

Our  community  is  blessed  with  a dedicated  group  of 
people,  who  visit  in  nursing  homes  and  in  homes  of  people, 
who  have  trouble  getting  out.  I am  suggesting  that  this 
mitzvah  be  expanded  into  other  areas.  I propose  that  we 
organize  teams  from  our  Jewish  community  to  visit  regular- 
ly the  Ottawa  Hospital,  the  Queensway  Carleton  Hospital 
and  other  institutions.  Rightfully,  the  hospitals  expect  the 
visitors  lo  have  a minimal  number  of  hours  oftraining, 
which  includes  not  only  practical  aspects  of  the  mitzvah. 
but  also  an  exploration  of  personal  views.  It  is  not  for 
everyone,  but  it  can  and  will  be  a blessing  not  only  for  the 
ill  but  also  for  those  who  are  doing  the  visiting.  There  is  a 
spiritual  reward  for  the  efforts.

A New  Permanent  Resident  Card;  A more  secure 
and  durable  proof  of  residency  card  for  permanent  resi- 
dents (landed  immigrants)  living  in  Canada  is  one  feature 
of  Canada's  new  Immigration  and  Refugee  Protection 
Act.  This  tamper-resistant  card  replaces  the  paper  docu- 
ment (!MM  1000)  for  travel  purposes.  * Canada 

Who  will  need  the  new  Permanent  Resident  Card:  “Permanent  residents"  are  people 
who  have  applied  and  been  accepted  to  live  in  Canada.  Permanent  residents  travelling  outside 
of  Canada  as  of  December  31,  2003  will  need  this  card  to  re-enter  Canada.  Canadian  citizens 
are  not  eligible  for  the  Permanent  Resident  Card. 

ifr  Becoming  Canadian;  Permanent  residents  who  can  become  Canadian  citizens  are 
encouraged  to  apply  for  their  citizenship. 

^ When  To  Apply  For  Your  Permanent  Resident  Card:  Applications  are  now  available. 
They  will  be  processed  based  on  the  year  you  became  a permanent  resident  of  Canada. 
Check  the  chart  below  to  see  in  which  month  you  should  apply.  For  example,  if  your  year  of 
landing  as  a permanent  resident  was  1998,  you  should  submit  your  application  in  May  2003. 
There  is  no  need  to  apply  earlier.

Dr.  Mark  Greenberg,  a 
family  physician  with  a 
shared  practice  in  northwest- 
ern Toronto,  doesn’t  always 
tell  his  staff  or  his  colleague 
when  he’s  performed  a brit 
milah.  Often,  however,  his 
smile  gives  him  away. 

“Nothing  gives  me  greater 
pleasure,  spiritually,  now.” 
said  Greenberg,  who  became 
a mohei  last  fall  after  being 


approached  by  Rabbi  Roy 
Tanenbaum,  president  of 
the  Rabbinical  Assembly. 
Ontario  region, 

Greenberg.  41,  had  per- 
formed circumcisions  in  the 
early  days  of  his  career,  but 
last  year  he  studied  more  cur- 
rent techniques  with  Neil 
Pollock,  a Vancouver  mohei 
and  physician.  He  also 
undertook  more  in-depth 
Jewish  study,  both  here  and 
with  the  head  of  the  New 
York  Board  of  Rabbis’  milah 


committee.  To  become  certi- 
fied by  the  Conservative 
movement,  he  underwent  a 
rigorous  interview  in  New 
York. 

Born  in  Toronto  and 
raised  in  Ottawa  in  a tradi- 
tional Jewish  home.  Green- 
berg - an  alumnus  of  Camp 
Ramah  and  Ottawa’s  Hillel 
Academy  whose  family  was 
active  in  Machzikei  Hadas 
Congregation  - was  immedi- 
ately receptive  to  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum’s  suggestion.

“It  was  always  in  the  back 
of  my  mind.  I liked  the  idea 
of  doing  something  ritually, 
and  it’s  a need.  It’s  a happy 
thing,”  the  father  of  three 
admitted  during  a noon-hour 
interview  at  his  office  on  the 
17th  day  of  Tammuz,  the  day 
that  begins  the  three-week 
mourning  period  leading  up 
to  Tisha  b'Av.  Instead  of  tak- 
ing his  usual  lunch,  Green- 
berg was  fasting  as  tradition- 
al Jews  do  to  commemorate 
the  breaching  of  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem  in  585  BCE  and  70 
CE  that  led  to  the  destruction 
of  the  First  and  Second  Tem- 
ples. 

As  the  first  Conservative 
mohei  in  Ontario  (but  not  in 
Canada),  Greenberg  fills  not 
just  the  obvious  need  but  one 
that  has  been  troubling  Con- 
servative rabbis  here  for 
years. 

“We,  meaning  the  Conser- 
vative rabbis,  had  been  look- 
ing for  a long  time  to  find  a 
shomer  Shabbos  individual 
who  would  be  able  to  serve 
as  a mohei,”  said  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum  in  a phone  inter- 
view. 

Because  the  Conservative 
movement  is  a halachic 
movement,  he  explained,  he 
and  his  colleagues  recom- 
mend only  “kosher”  mohal- 
im  who  are  themselves  Jew- 
ishly  observant  and  perform 
ritually  correct  brit  milahs. 

Until  now,  that  meant 
using  only  Orthodox  mohal- 
im.  In  most  cases,  that  is  not 
an  issue,  and  Orthodox

mohalim  are  still  on  the  rec- 
ommended list  at  local  Con- 
servative synagogues. 

But  in  cases  where  the 
baby’s  mother  has  converted 
to  Judaism  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Conservative 
movement  (and  likewise  the 
Reform  movement),  neither 
the  child  nor  the  mother  is 
considered  Jewish  by  Ortho- 
dox authorities. 

Although  some  Orthodox 
mohalim  will  not  officiate  in 
such  cases  at  all,  others  will 
perform  a brit  i’shem  gerut  - 
a circumcision  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conversion  - instead 
of  a standard  brit  milah,  said 
Toronto  mohei  Aaron  Jesin. 
The  blessings  are  slightly 
different,  and  the  brit  is  done 
in  the  presence  of  an  Ortho- 
dox beit  din,  or  rabbinical 
court. 

The  issue  of  brit  milah  for 
these  babies  is  a delicate  one. 
Greenberg  said  he  preferred 
not  to  discuss  it,  referring 
The  CJN  to  Rabbi  Tanen- 


baum. 

“I’m  not  a political  type 
of  person,”  said  Greenberg. 
“I  was  asked  to  serve,  and 
I'm  happy  to  serve  the  com- 
munity at  large.” 

If  he  is  asked  to  perform  a 
brit  on  a baby  whose  mother 
has  undergone  a Reform  con- 
version, he  looks  to  the  Rab- 
binical Assembly  for  guid- 
ance. 

“We  recognize  Reform 
conversions,  provided  the 
Halachah  is  in  accordance 
with  what  we  do,”  said  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum.  “Here  in  Toron- 
to. that's  usually  the  case.” 

In  cases  where  halachic 
elements  like  ritual  immer- 
sion in  a mikvah  have  not 
been  included,  the  omission 
is  remedied,  Rabbi  Tanen- 
baum said.  Often,  he  noted, 
(his  is  done  before  the  baby  is 
born,  so  that  the  child  can 
have  a “normal  bris.” 

In  other  cases,  if  the  fami- 
ly has  not  chosen  to  have  a 
Reform  mohei  (of  which 
there  are  eight  in  the  greater 
Toronto  area),  a brit  I’shem 
gerut  is  performed  in  the 
presence  of  a beit  din,  and 
mother  and  child  go  to  the 
mikvah  together  at  a later 
date,  he  clarified. 

“In  today’s  society,”  said 
Greenberg,  “where  [many] 
people  don’t  know  where 
they’ve  come  from  or  where 
they’re  going,  we  as  the  Jew- 
ish people  can  trace  our- 
selves all  the  way  back  to 
Abraham  because  of  the 
bris.”

The  yamim  nora'im  - the  lO  Days  of  Awe  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  - may  be  over  but  the  New  Year 
is  still  new.  There  is  time  enough  to  wipe  the  slate  clean  and 
make  a resolution  or  two  for  5763. 


OK,  so  maybe  the  resolutions  you  make  aren’t  ones  you 
end  up  keeping  but  the  fact  that  you’ve  made  them  is  a begin- 
ning. Why  not  begin  by  resolving  to  make  this  year  a more 
spiritual  one?  These  next  two  books  will  get  you  started. 


Seven  Prayers  That  Can  Change  Your  Life 
By  Leonard  Felder,  Ph.D. 

Andrews  McMeel  Publishing 
Hardcover,  200 1 
238  pages 

Judah  Halevi  once  said:  “Prayer  is  for  the  soul  what 
nourishment  is  for  the  body”  (Kuzari  III:  5).  Leonard  Felder 
would  probably  agree.  He  thinks  prayer  is  a practice  that  is 
both  psychologically  and  physiologically  beneficial.  As  a 
licensed  psychologist,  he  has  seen  it  work  wonders  on  his 
patients. 

Felder  is  a secular  Jew  living  in  California  (which  means 
yes,  his  book  is  somewhat  New  Agey  - there  seem  to  be  a 
lot  of  New  Agey  titles  lately  on  Jewish  practice  and 
thought).  He  still  prescribes  to  the  view  that  Hebrew  is  the 
lashon  hakodesh  - the  sacred  tongue  - because  even  though 
his  book  is  not  specifically  geared  to  Jews,  these  are  all 
Jewish  prayers  and  they  are  all  transliterated  to  enable  the 
reader  to  chant  them  in  Hebrew. 

They  are:  the  modeh  ani,  aptly  the  first  prayer  in  the 
book  as  it’s  the  first  prayer  said  upon  arising,  thanking 
God  for  having  been  granted  another  day  of  life;  the  al 
neiilaf  yadayim,  the  cleansing  prayer,  also  recited  in  the 
morning  and  one  Felder  says  can  be  used  as  a way  to  help 
refocus  on  things  that  matter;  the yivarechechah  which  he 
calls  a prayer  “to  help  resolve  tension  and  misunderstand- 
ings;” the  hamoizi,  used  here  to  unwind,  and  to  bless  the 
meal  you  are  about  to  have  and  from  which  you  will 
derive  health  and  vitality;  the  mishebeirach,  for  blessing 
someone  who  is  ill,  praying  for  wholeness;  the  shiviii 
Adonai  - a prayer  for  the  strength  to  change;  ending  with 
the  hashkivenu^  a bedtime  prayer  (actually  called  the  bed-

time  Shema)  reaffirming  your  connection  to  God. 

Just  the  first  couple  of  lines  of  each  prayer  are  quoted 
before  Felder  launches  into  his  lengthy  explanations,  offer- 
ing a number  of  interpretations  for  each  recitation.  His  goal; 
to  ease  readers  into  being  comfortable  with  prayer  and  to 
illustrate  how  prayer  can  be  personalized  and  incorporated 
into  one’s  lifestyle. 

This  book  is  not  for  the  more  observant  Jew,  however  it 
is  a decent  (although  rather  simplistic)  introduction  to 
prayer;  a departure  point  for  those  seeking  a more  spiritual 
approach  to  life. 

The  Bedside  Torah:  Wisdom,  Visions  and  Dreams 
By  Rabbi  Bradley  Shavit  Artson 
(edited  by  Miriyam  Glazer,  Ph.D.) 

Contemporary  Books  (a  division  of  McGraw-Hill) 
Softcover,  2002 
362  pages 

While  prayer  is  a good  way  to  start  the  day.  a parsha 
reading  is  a good  way  to  end  it.  Rabbi  Artson  - the  dean 
of  the  Ziegler  School  of  Rabbinic  Studies  and  vice-presi- 
dent at  the  University  of  Judaism  in  Los  Angeles  - takes 
each  parsha  (weekly  Torah  portion)  beyond  its  literal 
interpretation  of  Torah  as  having  been  given  to  us  min 
hashamayim,  from  the  heavens,  and  mines  the  readings 
for  a deeper  truth. 

Interpreting  parsha  can  be  strictly  an  intellectual  activ- 
ity. The  Rabbi  says  that  the  heart  should  also  be  engaged 
in  the  exercise.  “The  goal  is  inspiration,  not  information, 
dedication,  not  mastery.”  He  appeals  to  both  our  minds 
and  our  emotions  with  three  different  commentaries, 
offering  three  different  perspectives,  on  each  of  the  year’s 
Torah-ceadings.  And  that’s  because  there  are  many  ways 
to  read  a parsha.  “As  the  hammer  splits  the  rock  into 
many  splinters,  so  will  a scriptural  verse  yield  many 
meanings.”  {Sanhedrin  34a.) 

The  parsha  for  the  September  30lh  week  is  Braisheet 
from  the  book  of  Genesis.  Rabbi  Artson’s  three  discussions 
on  Creation  give  readers  much  to  ponder.  His  first  com- 
mentary suggests  that  the  seven-day  miracle  is 'more  than 
Just  a chronological  list  of  what  was  created;  it  is  also  a rev- 
elation of  the  Creator  Himself,  with  instruction  on  how  to 
live.  His  second  discussion  submits  that  “the  disproportion- 
ate centrality  of  men  and  male  dominance  breeds  disaster,” 
and  this  he  explains  in  his  recounting  of  Eve's  experience 
in  the  Garden.  His  third  discussion  brings  ecology  into  the 
fore.  In  the  .story  of  Creation,  everything  has  a purpose.  The

Apple  season  has  arrivea 


There’S  nothing  like  the  new  crop  of  apples  filling  the 
markets  and  stores  this  lime  of  > ear.  The  easiest  way  to  pre- 
pare them  (other  than  eating  them  fresh,  of  course)  is  to 
make  baked  apples.  There’s  something  about  the  smell  of 
an  apple  baking  with  cinnamon  that  fills  the  house  with 
memories  and  the  scent  of  “home.”  And  what  s better  than 
to  pair  them  up  with  our  other  local  specialty  - maple 
syrup?  Here  are  some  traditionally  baked  apples  as  well  as 
ones  made  in  the  microwave. 


Maple  Pecan  Baked  Apples 


These  are  great  for  both  dessert  and  breakfast. 

6 large  Golden  Delicious  apples 
2/3  cup  plus  6 tbsp  coarsely  chopped  pecans 
1/3  cup  golden  raisins 
1/4  cup  fiaked  coconut 
2 tbsp  pure  maple  syrup 
1 tsp  grated  orange  peel 
1/4  tsp  ground  cinnamon 
1/4  tsp  ground  nutmeg 
6 tbsp  peach  or  apricot  jam 

1 cup  apple  cider 

2 tbsp  unsalted  butter 

Preheat  oven  to  375°F.  Core  apples.  Peel  lop  third  of 
each  apple.  Using  small  sharp  knife,  cut  1/4”  deep  line  all 
around  each  where  peel  and  flesh  meet.  Using  small  sharp 
knife,  cut  about  1 1/4”  wide,  1 ” deep  hollow  in  top  of  each 
apple.  Cut  off  thin  slice  from  bottom  of  each  to  allow 
apples  to  stand  flat.  Place  apples  in  rectangular  glass  bak- 
ing dish.  Finely  chop  2/3  cup  pecans,  raisins  and  coconut 
in  processor.  Transfer  to  small  bowl.  Mix  in  maple  syrup, 
orange  peel,  cinnamon  and  nutmeg.  Divide  filling  equally 
among  hollows  iji  apples.  Spread  1 tbsp  preserves  over  top 
of  each  apple  and  into  hollows.  Press  1 tbsp  chopped 
pecans  on  top  of  each.  Combine  apple  cider  and  butter  in 
small  saucepan.  Stir  over  medium  heat  until  butter  melts. 
Pour  into  dish  around  apples.  Cover  dish  loosely  with  foil. 
Bake  apples  30  minutes.  Remove  foil  and  bake  until  apples 
are  tender,  basting  with  Juices  every  1 0 minutes,  about  35 
minutes  longer.  Serve  apples  warm  with  pan  juices.  Serves

Maple  Baked  Apples 
with  nuts  anil  Dried  Fruit 


Here’s  another  version  with  a different  combination  of 
dried  fruit  and  nuts.  This  too  is  also  wonderful  for  dessert 
or  breakfast. 

1/3  cup  firmly  packed  dark  brown  sugar 
3 tbsp  coarsely  chopped  dried  cherries  or  cranberries 
3 tbsp  chopped  dried  figs 
2 tbsp  coarsely  chopped  sliced  toasted  almonds 

2 tbsp  coarsely  chopped  toasted  pecans 

6 large,  firm  baking  apples,  such  as  Cortlands, 
cored  but  not  peeled 

3 tbsp  unsalted  butter,  cut  into  6 pieces 
1/2  cup  apple  cider 
2 tbsp  maple  syrup 

Preheat  the  oven  to  400°F.  In  a small  bowl,  mix  togeth- 
er the  brown  sugar,  dried  fruit,  and  nuts.  Place  the  apples  in 
a baking  pan  or  casserole  dish  and  stuff  their  cavities  with 
the  fruit  and  nut  mixture.  Place  a piece  of  butter  on  lop  of 
the  stuffing.  Combine  the  apple  cider  and  maple  syrup  and 
pour  into  the  bottom  of  the  baking  pan.  Bake  the  apples, 
basting  every  5 to  7 minutes,  until  they  are  tender,  about  25 
to  35  minutes.  When  the  apples  are  tender,  transfer  them  to 
a serving  platter  and  cover  with  foil  to  keep  warm.  Pour  the 
pan  juices  into  a non-aluminum  small  saucepan  and  bring 
to  a boil  over  high  heat.  Simmer  the  mixture  until  it 
becomes  syrupy  and  reduces  to  a sauce,  about  10  minutes. 
V^erve  over  the  apples.  Serves  6.  J

Microwave  Ginger  Baked  Apples 


1 1/2  tbsp  unsalted  butter,  softened 

2 1/2  tbsp  firmly  packed  brown  sugar 
1/2  tsp  ground  ginger 
2 tbsp  finely  chopped  pecans 
2 tbsp  raisins,  chopped 
Two  very  large  Golden  Delicious  apples 
i/2  lemon 

Vanilla  ice  cream  as  an  accompaniment  (optional) 

In  a bowl  stir  together  the  butter,  the  brown  sugar,  the 
ginger,  the  pecans,  and  the  raisins.  Core  the  apples,  peel 
the  lop  third  of  them,  and  rub  the  peeled  flesh  with  the 
lemon.  Spoon  the  ginger  mixture  into  the  apple  cavities, 
mounding  it,  arrange  the  apples  in  a deep  microwave 
dish,  and  microwave  them,  covered,  on  High  for  8 min- 
utes. Transfer  the  apples  to  2 plates,  spoon  the  cooking 
liquid  over  them,  and  serve  the  apples  with  the  ice 
cream.  Serves  2.  Recipe  can  be  doubled  or  tripled, 
the  microwave  time  accordingly. 
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Microwave  Baked  Apples 
with  Apricot  nut  Filling 


1/4  cup  firmly  packed  chopped,  dried  apricots 
1/4  cup  chopped  walnuts  or  pecans 
1/4  cup  firmly  packed  light  brown  sugar 

1 tbsp  unsalted  butter,  softened 

2 large  Granny  Smith  apples 
1/4  cup  fresh  orange  juice 

In  a small  bowl  combine  the  apricots,  nuts,  brown 
sugar,  and  the  butter.  Core  the  apples,  making  each  open- 
ing large  enough  to  hold  half  the  apricot  mixture,  peel 
the  top  third  of  each  apple,  and  fill  the  cavities  with  the 
apricot  mixture.  Arrange  the  apples  in  a deep  2 1/2  quart 
microwave  baking  dish  leaving  a gap  between  them  and 
between  the  sides  of  the  dish.  Pour  the  orange  juice 
around  them,  and  microwave  the  apples,  covered  with 
slightly  vented  microwave  safe  plastic  wrap,  on  HIGH 
for  7 minutes.  Pierce  the  plastic  wrap  with  the  tip  of  a 
sharp  knife  and  let  the  apples  stand,  covered,  for  5 min- 
utes, or  until  they  are  tender.  Serves  2.  Recipe  can  be 
doubled.  Make  sure  dish  is  large  enough  to  hold  apples 
with  a space  around  them.  Adjust  microwave  time

The  Promised  Land: 

The  Birth  of  the  Jewish  People 
By  Neil  Waldman 
Boyd  Mills  Press  2002 
40  pps.  Ages  10  and  up 

Throughout  modern  history,  Jewish  and  Gentile  scholars 
have  sought  to  explain  the  continued  existence  of  the  Jewish 
people.  We  are,  after  all.  the  only  people  of  the  many  ancient 
Mesopotamian  civilizations  to  survive  for  over  3500  years. 
We  also  managed  to  maintain  our  religion  over  this  vast  peri- 
od of  time. 

In  The  Promised  Land,  a moving  non-fiction  picture  book, 
author/iliustrator  Neil  Waldman  presents  his  explanation. 
Writing  with  a lyrical  elegance  that  enhances  the  deep  sense 
of  kavvanah  (concentration  and  devotion)  emanating  from  the 
text,  Waldman  draws  proof  from  the  Torah  and  from  the  Jew- 
ish practice  of  reading  and  studying  Torah  and  its  commen- 
taries on  an  annual  cycle. 

Single-mindedly  focusing  on  the  connection  between  the 
land  and  the  people,  Waldman  offers  Torah  stories  to  support 
his  explanation.  His  translation  of  these  stories,  printed  in  ital- 
ics. and  his  narrative  are  straightforward,  dramatic  and  com- 
manding. 

Waldman  claims  that  the  annual  repetition  of  our  bible 
stories  as  weekly  Torah  readings  and  at  the  Pesach  Seder 
generation  after  generation  has  embedded  them  in  the  Jew- 
ish collective  memory.  And  the  fundamental  messagp  of 
those  stories  is  a constant  striving  to  reach  the  Promised 
Land. 

The  connection  of  people  and  land  begins  with  God’s  first 
words  to  Abram  found  in  the  first  of  the  Five  Books  of  Moses: 
“Journey  out  from  your  native  land  and  leave  your  father’s 
house.  For  I will  bring  you  to  a rich  new  land.’’  The  stoiy  con- 
tinues with  a covenant,  God’s  promise.  In  that  bountiful  land 
of  Canaan,  Abram’s  descendants  will  become  a mighty  nation 
known  throughout  the  world. 

Waldman  contends  that  with  these  few  words  and  the 
power  of  Abram’s  leadership,  a nomadic  desert  people 
became  imbued  with  the  notion  of  settling  in  one  and  only  one 
place,  the  Promised  Land  of  Canaan,  later  called  Israel.  It  was

a paradigm  shift  that  would  set  an  example  for  Jews  through- 
out the  ages. 

In  Abram’s  time  that  notion  was  reinforced  when,  upon 
reaching  The  Land,  God  changed  Abram’s  name  to  Abraham 
(‘Father  of  the  Nation’)  and  expanded  on  the  covenant:  "And 
the  land  on  which  you  now  stand  shall  be  yours  forever,  an 
everlasting  possession  for  you  and  your  offspring.” 

Thus,  with  supernatural  promises  and  a tong  journey,  the 
Jewish  people  and  their  land  were  bom  and  bonded.  But  that 
story  in  itself  is  not  enough  to  explain  Jewish  survival.  Wald- 
man uses  the  stories  in  the  four  remaining  Books  of  Moses  for 
the  rest  of  his  explanation. 

Central  to  these  books  are  epic  stories  of  dispersion,  slav- 
ery In  Egypt,  the  Exodus,  the  giving  of  Torah  on  Ml.  Sinai, 
and  the  forty  year  trek  through  the  wilderness  to  once  again 
reach  that  Promised  Land,  According  to  Waldman  it  is  this 
group  of  stories,  with  their  numerous  supernatural  interven- 
tions. that  served  as  a role  model  for  survival  through  the  cen- 
turies for  successive  generations  of  dispersed,  often  endan- 
gered, Jews, 

Analogies  are  drawn.  Just  as  God  delivered  each  of  us  per- 
sonally - as  the  Pesach  Haggadah  insists  - from  slavery  in 
Egypt,  so  too  will  God  deliver  us  from  every  other  horror.  Just 
as  God  led  our  ancestors  back  to  the  Promised  Land,  so  too 
will  God  help  us  find  a way  to  return.  Even  if  we  must  endure 
hundreds  of  years  of  oppression  and  wandering  in  the  wilder- 
ness, we  will  never  surrender  our  hopes,  dreams,  and  expecta- 
tions of  a return  to  The  Land. 

That,  says  Waldman.  with  a simplicity  that  masks  the  fun- 
damental complexities  of  both  his  argument  and  Torah  itself, 
is  the  reason  for  Jewish  survival. 

Artistically  beautiful,  each  double  page  has  a golden  bor- 
der on  top  that  repeats,  in  Hebrew,  the  Pesach  theme:  “Once 
we  were  slaves  to  Pharaoh  in  Egypt  and  God  brought  us  out 
from  there.”  In  addition,  Waldman’s  masterful  illustrations, 
linking  our  generation  to  the  ancient  world  and  to  dispersions 
throughout  time,  transmit  deeply  fell  emotional  overtones, 

My  one  complaint  is  the  absence  of  women  in  all  but  the 
book’s  first  illustration.  However,  even  though  1 don’t  agree 
with  the  omission,  I can  understand  it  in  light  of  the  mystical, 
orthodox  nature  of  Waldman’s  focus  and  argument. 

Profoundly  spiritual,  The  Promised  Land  is  simultane- 
ously a manifesto  of  the  relationship  between  the  Land  of 
Israel  and  the  Jewish  people  and  a declaration  of  faith. 
Given  the  troubled  state  of  affairs  in  the  Middle  East  cur- 
rently, the  publication  of  The  Promised  Land  is  especial-

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Back  to  the  land:  Israel  and  the  kibbntz 


Succoth  is.  among  other  things,  a celebration  of  the  har- 
vest in  Israel.  It  reminds  us  that  the  roots  of  the  Jews  in  the 
Land  are  agrarian  - “a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.” 

In  the  late  19th  century,  the  Land  was  far  removed  from 
its  Biblical  potential.  Mark  Twain  was  one  of  many  visitors 
who  described  it  as  a desolate  wasteland.  Modem  Zionism, 
right  from  its  start,  set  out  to  reclaim  and  restore  the  land,  to 
revive  and  modernize  agriculture,  and  to  establish  working 
Jewish  agricultural  colonies  on  unpromising  land  bought 
from  Arab  landowners.  The  idea  that  this  wasteland  could  be 
environmentally  restored  and  become  productive  was  con- 
sidered by  many  to  be  an  idealistic  folly,  akin  to  madness  and 
doomed  to  failure. 

Only  Theodore  Herzl  and  his  fellow  dreamers  could 
imagine  success.  Only  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Jewish 
people,  inspired  by  the  hopes  and  prayers  of  nvo  millennia, 
and  working  against  all  odds,  could  bring  this  dream  to 
fruition. 

Even  before  the  first  Zionist  Congress  (1897),  a few 
agrarian  settlements  were  established.  Petah  Tikvah,  the  first 
Jewish  farm  village  in  the  country  and  later  known  as  the 
“mother  of  the  moshavim”  (cooperatives  of  individual  small- 
holders), was  first  founded  in  the  1 870s  by  religious  pioneers 
from  Jerusalem.  It  had  to  be  abandoned,  but  was  refounded 
in  1883  by  Zionist  immigrants  from  Russia.  A year  earlier, 
Rishon  Le  Zion  (1882)  had  been  started  by  other  Zionists 
from  Russia;  this  almost  failed,  but  was  rescued  by  Baron  de 
Rothschild  who  provided  money  for  the  upkeep  of  the  set- 
tlers and  the  provision  of  a well  and  sent  experts  to  help  in 
development  of  vineyards  and  wineries. 

The  general  history  of  settlement  and  early  agrarianism 
can  be  found  at  various  sites,  including  the  Zionist  Centen- 
nial’s “Homeward  Bound.”

The  kibbutz 

Before  1914,  anew  form  of  settlement  emerged  and,  over 
time,  became  the  major  lever  for  the  building  of  modem 
Israel.  The  first  kibbutz,  Deganya,  was  established  on  land 
leased  from  the  Jewish  National  Fund  holdings  in  1910  (see 
the  brief  commemorative  note  at  hllp://www.wzo.org.il/en/ 
resources/view.asp?id=  1070).  For  an  introduction  to  the  his- 
tory and  characteristics  of  the  kibbutz  movement,  see  the

The  fact  that  the  kibbutzim  were  essentially  cooperative 
collectives  did  not  prevent  a diverse  range  of  approaches 
from  developing,  including  religious  kibbutzim,  secular 
modernist  kibbutzim  along  western  non-Marxist  lines,  and 
varieties  of  Marxist  kibbutzim. 

Ideologically,  early  kibbutzim  drew  on  both  the  pre- 
Marxist  Russian  narodnik  tradition  - the  notion  of  tradition- 
al village  land  ownership  and  community  - mingled  with 
Zionism.  Some  left-Zionist  ideologues  went  further  into  a 
Marxist-Zionist  synthesis.  The  most  famous  was  Ber  Boro- 
chov  (1881-1917).  Borochov’s  followers  split  into  two  main 
groups:  one  group  developed  kibbutzim  and  the  labour 
movement  in  Israel;  the  others,  in  revolutionary  Russia,  tried 
to  develop  Jewish  collective  settlements  under  Communism. 
In  the  1 930s  most  of  the  activists  in  the  yevsektiya  (the  Jew- 
ish Department  of  the  Communist  Party)  succumbed  to  Stal- 
in’s purges.  The  Jewish  Party  organizations  were  abolished 
and  the  Jewish  collectives  were  reduced  to  token  settlers 
dumped  in  Birobidadian  Siberia.

Contemporary  kibbutzim 

Over  the  decades,  the  ideological  component  of  the  kib- 
butz system  has  eroded,  both  in  practice  and  in  academic 
perception.  An  element  of  that  belief  system  was  that  the  kib- 
butz upbringing,  by  itself,  would  instill  cooperative  behav- 
iour in  all  dimensions  of  life. 

This  has  recently  been  examined  (April  2002)  by  two 
social  scientists  affiliated  with  Tel  Aviv  University  who  con- 
structed a behavioural  experiment  using  teams  drawn  from 
four  kibbutzim.  They  concluded  that  kibbutz  experience  was 
generally  not  likely  to  contribute  to  cooperative  behaviour 
greater  than  that  found  at  random  in  the  general  population. 
In  some  instances,  including  cooperation  between  teams 
from  different  kibbutzim,  levels  of  cooperation  were  lower. 
Only  in  working  with  members  of  the  same  kibbutz  was 
cooperation  slightly  above  the  general  norm;  this  could  be 
attributed  to  direct  knowledge  of  how  other  people  with 
whom  they  were  familiar  with  would  respond.

The  contemporary  kibbutzim  are  less  of  an  ideological 
presence  or  an  economic  factor  than  they  were  a generation 
ago.  The  country  has  changed  and  most  kibbutzim  have 
changed  as  well.  For  a portal  to  contemporary  aspects  of  kib- 
butzim, and  contacts  for  work-study  programs  and  ulpanim 
(Hebrew  language  and  Israel  familiarization  studies)  go  to 
hilp://mvw.kibbutz.org.il/eng/welcome.htni.

The  kibbutzim  were  a necessary  social  invention  that  con- 
tributed mightily  to  the  building  of  Israel  and  are,  despite 
change,  still  a significant  influence  in  Israeli  life.  In  Martin 
Buber’s  words,  they  are,  like  Israel  itself,  "an  experiment 
that  did  not  fail.”
